This fund, 
whatever the amount, cannot be used 
for any other purpose thau for Tuition, 
and not a dollar of it is ever used by the 
Trustees in any other mauuer. 


It has been au increasing fund, al- 


though there has been a decreasing levy 
by the Trustees for tuition purposes, the 
levy for years beiug the lowest of any in 
the state. Tliis year there is uo levy at 
all for this purpose upon the tax payers 
of the city. They will pay no school 
tax for tuition purposes except that 
levied by state authority, which .is the 
same throughout the state. The- school 
revenue for tuition is apportioned to us 
by the State Superintend^ of Public 
Instruction, per capita—that is accord- 
ing to the enumeration of school childreu 
iu the city taken in pursuance of law. 


This year the number is 14,701 and 


forms the basis of the semi-annual ap- 
portionment and distribution for 1884-5, 
at Jl.44 per capita, giving to {he city 
from this source $21,169.44 as the, May 
apportionment. 
The next apportion- 


ment will be in January, 1885. This 
fund is with us a constantly increasing 
fund because of. the increase in our 
enumeration of children. 


The present May apportionment by 


the State Superintendent shows these 
facts, viz: That Allen County has 25,078 
children, and that it pays into the State 
Treasury the State tax of $23,072.62, and 
for ita. semi-annual apportionment, re- 
.ceives from the State Treasury, $36,- 
112.32, being $13,039.70 more than it 
pays into ii 
Showing that your chil- 


dren are really educated, in part, by 
moneys drawn from other counties. 


Of this number of. 25,078.:.childreu in 


the county, 14,701 belong to the City of. 


we are not engaged in any operations 
which would open the doors of the peni- 
tentiary for our admission. 
We respect 


seotiou 1,951 of the Revised Statutes of 
Indiana, which speaks of fire years in 
the penitentiary, aud a thousand dollars 
tine, aud disfrauchisemeut aud inca- 
pacity to hold any office of profit or trust, 
aud we like Fort Wayne and our own 
liberties—and our offices—too well for 
inch adventures. 


We might pay extravagant salaries to 


our teachers, and thus absorb the tuition 
fund; but we have concluded not to tax 
our ingenuity in devices for diminishing 
or endangering this fund to our disgrace 
aud the people's loss; and, therefore, we 
have it on hand aud intend to keep it 
solely for the purposes for which we re- 
ceived it; and at no time will we unnec- 
essarily or unreasonably seek to increase 
it. 
When needed, the people will, as 


heretofore, be willingly taxed to increase 
it.

•• meat from tune to time must defend 
-itself and here I hope it will ever be 


• found competent and ready to take care 


of that part of its work. 


But just now, when I look at the 


- younger-faces of my co-trustees, and 
knowing as I do their ability, and their 
gracious manner of manifesting it, I am 
forced to say that hereafter I shall insist 
upon their doing their duty in this place, 
thereby assuring to you greater pleasure 
and mow enduring benefit. Then for 
myself I will remember no more this 
present sorrow for the joy and pride I 
shall find in their efforts and success and 
in your approval. 


rDiASCIAIi CONDITIONS. 


An tbo financial conditionot our schools 


is one of importance to the public, and 
now much discussed, I shall, at first, 
apeak upon that subject. 


I believe I am justified in saying that 


even the frierds and patront; of the Pub- 
lic Schools do not understand the pre- 
,oise nature of onr school funds, nor their 
present condition. 


Those not friends, who attribute to onr 


schools, teachings and tendencies de- 
structive of all morality and godliness, 
and deny to them any usefulness, can 
have no interest in what they will not 
now use; nor can ever obtain unless by 
a friendly consideration of the school 
system and a practical co-operation with 
its friends. There is much said on thin 
subject of school fund*, aud a great 
many words are wasted for want of ac- 


knowledge, which can be easily 


obtained by intelligent inquiry. 


The school trustees ar« now censured 


for hiring 50 large an amount of money 
on hand. 


Itww toobfcun control of these moneys 


Fort Wayne for school, purposes, leaving 
10,377 in the county oujeidq of. ;the City; 
and this, makes the City proportion of 
the May apportionment anddistribirtiph, 
$21,169:44, as I have saii 


In contrast -with Allen County,. Marion 


County has 45,283 children, and pays 
into the State Treasury $73,780.75,. and; 
draws out of it '$65,207.52, and, Wayne 
County has 13,519 children and pays 
into the Treasury $22,720.97 and.draws, 
out $19,467.36. 
No wonder these coun- 


ties think they are educating .Allen, 
county's children. 


There are other interesting facts con- 


nected with our public schools and 
school funds. 


Of the whole number 14,466 enumer- 


ated last year, 3,886 attended the public 
schools,—and of this whole enumeration, 
2,660 were boys, and 2,846 were girls,— 
together 5,506 over fifteen years of age; 
of which number not over 200 attend the 
public schools, and 160 the parochial 
schools: showing that nearly 94 per cent, 
of the boys and girls of the City over 
fifteen years of age do not attend any 
school. 


The large majority are probably at 


work in some useful calling; while some, 
it is feared, are learing how not to work 
at anything, aud yet mean to live. Any 
inducement or attraction to this class to 
live without work, degrades and debases 
it. 
Therefore, I say: Up with the 


class, and down with the attractions. 


Of the children enumerated between 


six and fifteen yeara of age, numbering 
8,366, 46 per cent., or 3,848, attend the 
public school; and 40 per cent., or 3,346, 
attend the parochial or denominational 
schools; and 14 per cent., or 1,171, do 
not attend auy school. 


From this statement it is easy to see 


why our tuition fund is an increasing 
fund. 
Some people are unwilling to lot 


us use it to educate their childreu. 


Now to get rid of this tuition fund, 


(which some think can be accomplished 


of the benefit of this fund, by sending 
their children to the public schools, we 
say we regret their error aud their injus- 
tice iu this particular, to themselves as 
citizens and tax payers. 


We know that the public schools would 


be cheaper to them, and believe in many 
respects better and more convenient than 
the sectarian schools. The authorities 
of those schools have the buildings which 
the free school trustees would gladly pur- 
chase or reut, if parents would send their 
children to the free schools; and therein 
their children could be taughtiu all ways 
and branches for which the public school 
fund could lw legally used and by teach- 
ers of every religious denomination. As 
trustees, we inquire into the moral char- 
acter and teaching ability only of onr 
.teachers, and not into their particular 
religious beliefs. An immoral teacher 
would be turned out of our public schools 
,vrith a surer and swifter judgment than 
any church would ever exercise. There 
.Jf9.uld.be no intervention by auy author- 
ity or any interest between the occasion 
and the dismissal. 


It is no fault of the system of freo pub- 


lic schools that any children are kept 
away from them and have not a free 
school education. All have equal rights, 
and we respect them all; but the law re- 
quires that the public schools must be 
secular, not schools for instruction in 
any religious belief or mode of worship. 


When this is accepted as a law which 


time cannot alter, the reason of the 
church may see the reason of the law, 
and all unite in making it the means of a 
wider intelligence, a purer social and 
public morality and virtue, and the ele- 
ment of growth and strength to the faiths 
and practices of religion in all its forms. 


This is the hope, but it may not, for a 


time, be tho realization of the friends of 
the public school system, for causes to 
which I shall hereafter refer. 


if members of the City Council or the 
County Commissioners aud the Auditor 
do not find time, or think it unnecessary 
to examine, or that it, will cost too mutjh 
to publish them, it is not the fault of the 
Trustees. 
These reports are open for 


the examination of the curious—the in- 
credulous—and all unbelievers, and all 
interested in them. 


But the most ridiculous charge made 


is that this is a "Star Chamber Board," 
inaccessible to the public; aud that its 
books aud records are not subject to 
public examination. That depeuds very 
much upon who and what the public is, 
as it does in every other public office. 


The public has a just sense of public 


duty and official obligations, aud does 
not commission mere idle curiosity, im- 
pudence, enmity, or imbecility to trans- 
act its business. 


Our deliberations which lead to acts, 


are our property; the results belong to 
the public, and are never withheld. 
That is all there is of our -'Star Charn- 


and such the decisions of oar courts.— 
(10 Ind. Supreme Cowrt Keporta, p. 76 
and 77.) 


This State Institution, ctwtol by. the 


constitution and maintained by, the lavs 
of the state passed in pursuance of it, 
will not be surrendered and cannot. be 
destroyed till freedom is lost and anarchy 


Dmes. 
It will be well for all opponents of this 


institution—this free public school sys- 
tem—to accept success as its destiny. 


Why should not this system of ^ree 


schools be acceptable to all, as it was in- 
tended for all, and is maintained for all? 
Why not all avail themselves of it? Who 
commands that it shall uot l>e done? 
What punishment can be inflicted if .1 
parent does send his child to a free pub- 
lic school, where every right of con 
science aud belief is guaranteed and pro, 
tected by law? 


No mari ever yet went to Heaven be- 


cause another man thought he ought to 
go there, nor did any man, ever go tc 


1 SPECIAL POND 


by removing it from where it now is,) 
more children must be sent to the public 
schools, thereby necessitating the em- 
ployment of more teachers; or there 
must be an Herodiau "Inking off" of 
some of the children to prevent onr 
drawing so much more money from the 
State Treasury than wo pay into it, or 
we must, in pome way, prevent the 
growth of our City and the increase of 
its population. 


Neither of these methods is it in the 


power of the Trustees to adopt, and they 
would not be inclined to adopt cither, if 
they possessed the power. 


To multiply is a rule taught elsewhere 


than in the arithmetic, and it is duly re- 
spected in Fort "Wayne, and approved 
by the Trustees. We might borrow or 
loan this surplus tuition fund now on 
baud, as some think it right to do; but 


Js never.ajarge fund. The balance at 


the,end of the present school -year, June 
15,' 1884, ,)vill be about $2,000. 


This fund is. collected solely .from the 


tax payers of the city, the'power to levy 
it being exclusively with ,ttie,;Board of 
School. Trustees. It is levied by them 
and the levy is certified to .the Auditor of 
the county, whose duty it is to place'it 
on city property.,on the county dupli- 
cate and on the property of persons 
transferred to the city for school pur- 
poses; and the tax is collected by the 
County Treasurer and paid to the Treas- 
urer of the School Board. No'school tax 
is ever collected on the city duplicate. 


Two years. ago, the County Auditor 


and the County Commissioners believing 
that they had some control over the levy 
for. special school purposes, made by the 
Trustees May 4,1882, refused to put it 
on the county duplicate for collection, 
but instead illegally assumed to make a 
levy themselves of five cents instead of 
the legal levy of twelve cents, on the 
hundred dollars. Hence, on this present 
duplicate the special tan—less the five 
cents—of two years is entered and has to 
be. paid this year. 


The special, fund is used for the] pur- 


chase of lots for school purposes, the 
erection of school buildings and their re- 
pair and maintenaucti—the purchase of 
school furniture and for fire insurance— 
fuel—salary of superintendent—janitors 
—and trustees—($250, per annum, each) 
—and all expenses of every nature of the 
public schools except tuition;—including, 
singularly enough, assessments for side- 
walks—streets—sewers and drains on the 
city's own school property; while it ex- 
empts from such taxes the property used 
for denominational and parochial schools, 
hospitals and buildings, Ac. 


The amount of property in thin city 


exempted from taxation would latound 
the tax payers if they knew it all. Some 
day there will be investigation—then de- 
nunciation—and then resistance, to be 
followed by a wiser administration of the 
law. 


Very many would like to take part in 


our selection of teachers, and we are cen- 
sured because we do not employ every 
applicant. We employ those whom we 
think are best fitted, first, to teach—and 
then to govern. 
Those best educated 


often fail as teachers, because they can- 
not govern a school. As a rule too much 
is expected of a teacher. Parents often 
complaiu of their inability to govern even 
one child at home; yet they. expect a 
young girl as a teacher to wisely and 
kindly govern and teach sixty equally 
refractory youngsters in one room at 
school 1 How many wearied 
teachers 


pray for good home government! 


If we find a teacher who fails hi gov- 


ernment, although "in virtues and friends 
she exceed account/' we cannot employ 
her because the will aud the ability to 
govern, as well as to teach, are necessi- 
ties in our public schools. 
Hence, we 


axe often censured .by injudicious friends 
for declining to do what we would be 
glad to do, if our duty did not prevent 
us, 


We, as Trustees, congratulate our- 


selves in the approval by the City Coun- 
cil when it re-elects us to office for a 
judicious expenditure of the special 
school fund. In the .location,of our 
school buildings for general convenience, 
and in the cost, oi construction and 
maintenance, the city has received a full 
equivalent for all our expenditures. 
. The people own all these school prop- 
erties and moneys of which we have had 
the care and keeping, and whenever it 
shall be their will, we are read^ to sur- 
render our trusts without fear, of any 
just censure of our acts. 


In the selection of our school grounds 


for the erection of electric light, towers, 
it is proven that we selected the points 
most convenient to the people for the 
diffusion of educational light; and now, 
the electric light, from its towers on the 
same points, will light the streets of the 
city that the feet of the people may 
safely tread therein, so that he who 
runs may read of the benefits of both. 


In what I have to say further,. I speak 


to the friends and patrons of the Public 
Schools, as well as to the young people 
of this large graduating class, now to 
go forth from this place, I hope the 
firm friends of our Free Common School 
System; and I urge yon all to; uphold 
and to maintain it Th« system isright, 
although there may be errors in jits ad- 
ministration. The one should be main- 
tained—the other can be corrected.

public school It neither abases nor an 
nihilate* human virtues nor human dig 
nity. , It has, neithw taint nor colorin 
of the dork ages in it. . It represent* th 
spirit of this age—improvement, deve 
ppment, .moral, mental and material— 
and should be feared, jby uo,.creed, nor 
sect, nor power, except such as distrusts 
its own future. They fail to discern the 
purposes and the power of a free public 
school system, who denounce it because 
it is not subject in some way to ecclesias- 
tical control. How would a free public 
school move on to a more extended and 
a higher usefulness, or how exist at all, 
with contending ecclesiastics blocking 
the doors? 
And they would do so, for 


contention is inseparable from creeds. 


We want all our magistrates to enforce 


the laws. They would want them to 
have the right, on their demand, to ex- 
terminate heretics. . They are not satis- 
fied with civil authority in the people. 
They want some other, something higher; 
and each one would want some particu- 
lar kind for himself. 


In the Episcopal church convention, 


hold at Indianapolis last week, a sermon 
was delivered by one of the clergy, in 
which, as reported, he denounced the 
public schools of the State and con 
demned the constitution and the laws of 
his country, which alone protect him in 
,the enjoyment of his religions liberty 
and secure to him the right to speak 
what he pleased, and to me, my right to 
question its truth. Do yon believe the 
requirement of your State constitution 
for free public school education "a- pro- 
mulgated dogma of mere deism," and 
that the public schools are its instrumen- 
talities to that end? Men who say his 
would weaken and destroy the .public 
schools, because their own religious dog: 
mas were not taught therein. 


This man from whose sermon I quote, 


is a demi-priestwhomaprotestantshouli 
condemn, and whom a Catholic wouk 
reject. He is unsafe—a blind guide, 


* * * * * • "0 yc mitred heads 


Preserve the church; and lay not carelcBB 


xists in all of our public schools. 
In them ^here is neither preference 
or hostility to any creed, religious so- 
ietyormodeof worship; and for thk 
adherence to the law, these schools are 


enounced as "Godless and the school*. 
1 iufidels," and as the "promulgators ot 
ta dogma of mere deism." 
The state gives the church protection, 
ecurity and liberty. The church should 
influence the state iu forming the char- 
acter of its .citizens. If it cannot do 
his, it is beciuise of lack_ot unity in its 
organizations, and enlarging aud ele- 
tating influences should not be churned 
as their exclusive prerogative. 
Is it. 


right for any of the various church or- 
ganizations to attribute their failures to- 
lie existence of the free public schools? 
What better mode can they devise of 
giving each one its desired power to do- 
£004 than that of our constitution, which 
invites all to come within the schools, 
only requesting them to leave their par- 
ticular creeds on the outside? There 
their work begins at the cradle, and 
never ends till its subjects are in the 
grave. In that silent land there are no 
creeds, and, beyond it, all earthly judges 
are powerless. 


The great difficulty we encounter is, 


that each church wants some other 
power to influence and control the peo- 
ple, than th« power of the religion it 
professes. It wants the aid and protec- 
tion .of law to secure something to one,. 


fhich shall not bo within the reach of. 


hands 


On sculls that cannot teach and will no 


learn." 
When I see the constitution of my 


country contemned ,by an ecclesiastic 
whose right of religions freedom here 
depends entirely upon it I must speak 
out in its defense. In fact I stand as- 


A charge is made against, the Trustee* 


of employing "foreign teachers," assome 
are pleased to rail them, instead of our 
own; whereas, 95 per cent, of our tench- 
ere are graduates of our own schools; and 
fully that per cent, of annual disburse- 
ments of the school fund is paid out in 
the city by the recipients and enters into 
almost even- business within it. 


Another charge » that we do not make 


detailed reportn of onr expenditures. 
This is not true. Such reports are made 
to the legally designated authorities; «nd 


this Government; and as every citizen's 
life, liberty, and property must be pro- 
tected by the laws which the people 
make for themselves, these laws ,will be 
just and beneficial as the people who 
make them are educated. 


Because there are now so many fulmi- 


nations against free school endeavors to 
enlighten the general mind, to improve 
the reason of the people and encourage 
them in the use of it, 1 am constrained 
to speak a few words for ourselves. 


This government is not a theocracy, a 


government by the Lord's chosen iu the 
name of the Lord, but a democracy, a 
government of the people in the name of 
the people. There certainly cannot be 
any Divine lodgment of power to make a 
civil government, except in the reason of 
the people. So with us, the reason of 
men was in the past, and must bo in the 
future, trusted in the formation of their 
own opinions and in the maintenance of 
their own government. Can the people of 
the United States continue free if ,taught 
by anyone to believe there is a higher law 
than their own reason aud opinion, which 
secure to them their civil and religious 
rights? Who is to make and who to ex- 
ecute this higher law? Who can put 
Divinity into one man to govern his fel- 
low man without his consent? 


Here, and now we have tie liberty of 


conscience ou all subjects, and the.rights 
of free inquiry aud private judgment in 
all esses. We cannot be free, if we sur- 
render either. 


In the exercise of these rights the peo- 


ple of this state have declared in their 
constitution in favor of a system of free 
public schools intended to provide (or 
free universal education—free to all, de- 
nied to none—and these "Common 
Schools" as a whole are made a state in- 
stitution—a system co-extensive with the 
state, embracing within it every citixeu, 
every foot of territory and all the taxable 
property of the state. Such is the law, 


tonished at my own moderation, for I 
am sworn to support it, and so is every 
other man who takes an oath of office. 


Now it is a singular and a very in- 


structive fact that religious liberty, 
wherever secured, has been the gift of 
the political state—tho Government— 
the civil power, and given in spite of 
ecclesiastical 
protest and opposition 


when the development of civil society 
made it no longer possible for the eccle- 
siastical power to use the civil power for 
its own purposes of repression. 


In matters of religious belief and de- 


votion, there are now, as iu all ages, a 
great many saints who like very well to 
have their own way—and to keep other 
saints from having theirs.—Each one 
•wants liberty for. himself, but not much 
liberty for the other, differing with him. 
In onr country, the civil state—the gov- 
ernment undertook and did see that each 
had liberty; aud it now maintains iu each 
equal rights and liberties; for "no law 
can bo made respecting an establishment 
of religion or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof," is the language of tho con- 
stitution of the United States; and our 
own state constitution declares that: 


"All men shall be secured in their nat- 


ural right to worship Almighty God ac- 
cording to the dictates of their own con- 
sciences,"—and, 


"No law shall, in any case whatever, 


control tho free exorc»o and eujoymen 
of religions opinions, or interfere with 
the rights of conscience." 


"No preference shall be given by lav 


to any creed, religions society, or modi 
of worship; and no man shall be com 
polled to attend, erect or support any 
plnce of worship or to maintain any roin 
istry, againstbis consent-.'1 "No religious 
test shall tic required as n qualification 
for any office of trust or profit." 


It is thus, but through noccclftaiastica 


power, that religious freedom exists in 
tha United States and is maintained with 
us in Indiana to-day and thus by law i 


all. 


There is now no religion common to - 


all; and the civil power is compelled to • 
strive to do, what the churches will not - 
agree to do—to give freedom to every 
conscience, and a free education to' 
every child within the state. 


When Prelates and Puritans are fully 


jubued with the principles and purposes 
of this government, and are its friends 


not its enemies, the children of every 


Eaith will. be found side by side in the 
public schools as they now are in the 
playgrounds; and in all the various 
avocations of life and in every social cir- 
cle, there will be no sectarian discords 
nor contentions concerning the rights of 
religion and the duties it imposes; for 
all religious teachings will be relegated 
to the homes and sanctuaries, whereiu 
all are equally protected" by .law, and the 
people will cease to live in ignorance, 
because they cease to live in fear.

In this parting with ^ou, I ask you,,

that you wil show your .regard for re- 
ligion by a reapeSt for all,its ministers of 
whatever persuasion who do not by their 
lives dishonor their professions.

than this, we have no right to say. Tour 
parents, your religious teachers, and 
your own consciences must be your 
guides beyond this. 


We hope and believe that hi all your 


•work in the future, you will give intelli- 
gent faithfrdness.to every duty devolving 
upon you; that you will possess the re- 
spect of all -who know yon; that yon will 
conscientiously and cheerfully keep wateh 
iver all matters and things entrusted to 
you, in business or otherwise, of value 
and interest to others; and that yon will 
ever be the faithful, truthful, discreet 
and cheerful workers to make your lives 
lonored, and your homes attractive to 
;he wise and virtuous, and every one 
within them loved and cherished.
